HEN a country issues a set of * 

stamps pictorially extolling the . 
scenit wonders of the land, it 1s gen- 


eraliy assumed that the purpose tbe- .. 


hind the issue isto attract tourists. - 

We would like to know just how. 

‘ gffectively this theory works, having 

‘ly mi. in‘the tirst place, a compiete 
new stamp set. hag but small chance 
of reaching the éyes of anyone but 
stamp collectors,. and: those nobbyists. 
.eoulan’t possibiy visit .all’ the lands - 
that'make this appeal to them. Be- 
sides, they would probably rather ~ 
spend, money on additions to their. 
collections than on travel. In the 
case of some countries, of course, the. 
use of pictorial stamps might ‘be 
_planned. to ‘acquaint the natives with 
unfamiliar ‘parts of their own land. 
The value of this purpose is undoubt- 
ed. We have a good ‘example of it 
.in the American National Parks 
Issue. - . 

At any rate, whether scenic stamps 
draw tourists to a foreign land or 
‘not, they are almost always beautiful 
_adhesives and as such provide their 
own reason for existence. A thing: 

_ of beauty. is a joy forever, and that 
applies as much to a stamp as: toa 
flower on a Grecian urn. 

“The latest pictorial stamp’-set. to 
come to our attention is from Nor- 
way. There are three stamps in the 
issue, and certainly are attractive 
enough to make a traveller give con- 
siderable attention to that northern 
land, especially if he were to view 
the designs ona torrid day.
